13 Every sentence imposed under chapter 9.94A RCW((,)) for a
14 ((felony)) crime specified in RCW 43.43.754 ((that is committed on or
15 after July 1, 2002,)) must include a fee of one hundred dollars ((for
16 collection of a biological sample as required under RCW 43.43.754,
17 unless the court finds that imposing the fee would result in undue
18 hardship on the offender)).  The fee is a court-ordered legal financial
19 obligation as defined in RCW 9.94A.030, payable by the offender after
20 payment of all other legal financial obligations included in the
21 sentence has been completed.  The clerk of the court shall transmit
22 eighty percent of the fee((s)) collected to the state treasurer for
23 deposit in the state DNA database account created under RCW 43.43.7532,
24 and shall transmit twenty percent of the fee collected to the agency
25 responsible for collection of a biological sample from the offender as
26 required under RCW 43.43.754.

33 throughout the state ((after July 1, 1990));
34 (2) Provide assistance to law enforcement officials and prosecutors
35 in the preparation and utilization of DNA evidence for presentation in
36 court; and
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 1 (3) Provide expert testimony in court on DNA evidentiary issues."
